1.  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


The  five  licensed  slaughterhouses  continued  in  regular  use  and 
were  generally  maintained  to  a  satisfactory  standard. 

2.  MEAT  INSPECTION 


No  special  difficulties  were  encountered  during  the  year  and 
100$  inspection  of  all  animals  was  carried  out.  The  number  slaughtered 
(Table  A)  was  38,764  and  the  amount  received  in  fees  was  £1950. 7. 3d. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offal  found  unfit  for  human 
consumption  was  29  tons.  12  cwts.  1  qr.  6  lbs. 


Four  cattle  were  found  to  be  infested  with  Cysticerous  Bovis 
and  sent  for  refrigeration.  A  degenerative  Cyst  was  found  in  84  cattle, 
which  is  an  increase  of  29  over  last  year.

Four  samples  of  milk  taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  «  Food  and  one  by  the  Devon  County  Council  were  notified  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  as  positive  for  Brucella  Abortus  and  the 
following  action  was  taken :- 


Farm.  A.  The  farmer  purchased  pasteurised  milk  but  subsequently  sold 

the  milk  round  to  a  retailer  who  purchased  a  herd  of  Brucellosis- 
free  cattle. 


Farm.  B.  The  farmer  only  supplied  three  families  and  ceased  retailing. 
Farm.  C.  Affected  cow  removed  from  the  herd. 


Farm ,  D .  Affected  cows  removed  from  the  herd. 

Farm.  E,  The  186  samples  taken  by  the  Department  were  from  this  farm 
as  bulk  samples  of  5  cows  were  taken  each  month  during  the 
summer  when  he  was  retailing.  The  cov/s  found  to  be  positive 
were  immediately  removed  to  one  of  his  other  farms.  The 
farmer  does  not  retail  milk  during  the  winter  and  has  since 
entered  the  Ministry  scheme  as  a  Brucellosis-free  herd.

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The  Devon  County  Council  as  the  Food  &  Drugs  authority  and  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  take  regular  samples  from 
producers  and  pay  particular  attention  to  producer-retailers  and  at  the 
sane  tine  samples  are  submitted  to  ascertain  if  the  milk  is  infected  with 
Brucella  Abortus.  The  total  number  of  samples  taken  by  these  two 
authorities  is  not  known,  as  we  are  only  notified  of  the  positive  samples. 
HOUSING 

In  accordance  with  Section  70  of  the  Housing  Act  19^9  the  Council 
instructed  the  department  to  carry  out  a  survey  of  all  houses  in  the 
District  which  may  require  improvement  or  repair.  The  pressure  of  other 
work,  particularly  in  connection  with  grants  has  not  allowed  time  for  a 
detailed  house  to  house  survey  to  be  carried  out  but  some  progress  has 
been  made  in  certain  parishes.

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The  Council  authorised  proceedings  to  be  taken  against  4 
occupiers  of  land  for  stationing  caravans  without  a  site  licence.  Three 
of  these  were  removed  before  proceedings  could  be  tqken  and  the  other 
was  waiting  for  a  hearing  before  the  Magistrates. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  visits  were  made  to  caravan  sites  during 
the  year. 

b)  Tents 

A  tent  was  found  being  used  for  permanent  occupation,  but  no 
facilities  were  provided  and  the  ore a  around  the  tent  became  water-logged 
in  wet  weather.  The  owners'  attention  was  drawn  to  this  matter  and  as 
an  application  for  planning  permission  was  refused,  the  Council  decided 
to  take  enforcement  action.

The  cost  of  these  vehicles  is  written  off  after  7  years  life  so 
it  will  be  seen  that  No.  1  reached  that  age  this  year  and  No.  2  will  do 


1 1 
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so  in  1971 . 

In  view  of  tne  probability  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  corning 
into  operation  in  December  1971  when  in  accordance  with  that  scheme  the 
refuse  rounds  will  be  reduced  from  5  to  4  it  would  appear  therefore  that 
the  two  oldest  vehicles  should  be  disposed  of  during  1971  and  a  new 
vehicle  purchased  to  retain  a  fleet  of  6  vehicles  (4  in  regular  use  and 
2  in  reserve ) . 

As  will  be  seen  this  means  tha.t  we  have  two  vehicles  in  reserve 
and  these  are  brought  into  use  when  the  regular  vehicle  is  out  of  action 
for  maintenance  or  repair.  The  reserves  are  reduced  to  one  only  from 
May  to  October  when  a  vehicle  carries  out  collection  from  lay-bys  on  the 
highways  and  car  parks  on  Woodbury  Common. 

The  paper/polythene  sack  method  of  storage  has  been  introduced 
in  a  small  way  in  the  District  in  the  past  five  years  and  is  tending  to 
grow  but  very  slowly. 

All  Council  flats  and  bungalows  for  the  elderly  where  there  is  a 
Wardens  service  use  the  wSack"  method  and  many  others  are  supplied  with 
sacks  as  bin  liners. 

In  addition  during  the  year,  due  to  an  Estate  Development  on  a 
steeply  sloping  site  it  became  very  apparent  owing  to  slopes  and  steps 
that  it  was  very  dangerous  especially  in  frosty  weather  for  the  occupants 
and  indeed  the  Council's  staff  to  carry  dustbins  without  risk,  the  sack 
method  was  adopted  to  obviate  this  danger. 

Bulky  Household  fir  tides. 

A  comprehensive  scheme  was  again  used  during  the  Autumn  a  door  to 
door  collection  was  carried  out  by  the  Council  staff  and  vehicles. 

This  service  is  very  ouch  appreciated  by  ratepayers,  whilst  it 
is  of  some  cost  on  the  rates  it  does  a  great  deal  to  diminish  the 
surreptitious  deposit  of  such  articles  on  commons  and  the  countryside 
generally  and  therefore  also  almost  eliminating  the  far  more  costly 
spasmodic  collections  from  such  places. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Properly  controlled  tipping  continues  with  the  use  of  Crawler 
tracked  mechanical  shovels  to  push  the  refuse  into  the  required  place. 
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Thcs  also  run  over  the  refuse  to  consolidate  the  tipping  surface  and 
also  to  excavate  soil  for  covering. 

Idc-  The  site  in  Ido  Lane  was  completed  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  site  at  the  top  of  the  High  St.  will  bo  completed  in  early 
1971 •  Application  for  planning  consent  to  use  a  further  section 
of  the  Old  Railway  and  cutting  was  in  the  pipeline  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Kcnn  The  Old  Quarry  at  Bullers  Hill  ceased  to  be  available  in  the 

middle  of  the  year,  the  owner  withdrew  the  option.  This  site  was 
only  used  during  bulky  collection  operations. 

Starcross 

This  site  was  not  used  during  the  year,  A  small  area  still  remains 
for  emergency  use. 

Whinple 

East  Strete  Farm.  The  first  portion  was  completed  very  early  in 

the  year  and  the  two  further  sites  on  the  same  farm  were  finished 

by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Woodbury  Salter ton  -  Heathfield  Farm. 

Commenced  very  late  in  1970?  it  would  appear  that  this  site  has 

greater  potential  than  at  first  throught  and  should  easily  last 
for  5  years. 

General 

In  order  to  ensure  future  sites  for  disposal  (Heathfield  Site 
was  underestimated  at  first)  planning  permission  has  already  been  obtained 
for  a  further  site  at  Whinple. 

LITTER  COLLECTION 

As  anticipated  following  the  success  of  the  ''pilot  scheme"  during 
the  sack  system  on  the  Trunk  roads  the  County  Surveyor  agreed  to  the 
system  being  used  for  the  whole  of  those  roads  passing  through  this 
district  and  this  come  into  use  during  the  summer  of  the  year  under 
review  and  a  further  50  sack  units  were  provided. 

STREET  SWEEPING 

This  section  of  work  remains  as  in  the  past  year  i.e.  two  full 
time  sweepers.  One  deals  with  Woodbury  and  Lympstone  on  a  fortnightly 
basis  and  Woodbury  Salter ton/Clyst  St.  Mary  monthly. 

One  deals  with  Exminster,  Kenton,  Starcross  on  a  three-weekly 
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basis. 

Five  part-time  sweepers  (old  age  pensioners)  are  employed  on  an 
O-hour  per  week  basis,  in  the  villages  of  Colaton  Raleigh,  East  Budleigh, 
Dunsford,  Newton  Poppleford  and  Otterton  and  paid  weekly.  Three  further 
part-time  sweepers  are  employed  for  a  few  hours  at  weekends  in  Exminster, 
Kenton,  Star cross  and  paid  quarterly  by  the  Parish  Council  and  reimbursed 
by  this  Council.  One  sweeper  is  also  employed  in  Ide,  working  hours  and 
days  as  necessary  to  keep  the  village  clean  and  tidy  and  is  paid  quarterly 
by  the  Parish  Council  and  reimbursed  by  this  Council.  This  work,  was  in 
the  course  of  being  reviewed  at  the  end  of  the  year  following  a  report 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  based  on  his  opinion  that  Parish  Councils  had 
not  the  authority  to  employ  and  that  such  authority  was  vested  in  the 
District  Council. 

19.  CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

Further  complaints  were  received  of  an  alleged  nuisance  caused 
by  coal  dust  from  a  coal  storage  depot  at  Star  cross,  which  has  been 
giving  the  Council  concern  for  some  time. 

The  owner  carried  out  certain  improvements  and  the  Council  were 
not  satisfied  that  a  statutory  nuisance  existed,  but  instructed  me  to 
keep  the  premises  under  observation. 

20.  DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER  1937 

The  Council  continue  to  administer  this  Order  by  delegation  from 
the  Devon  County  Council;  No  new  licences  were  issued  during  the  year 
but  one  was  revoked.  The  number  now  in  force  is  15*  A  total  of  13 
routine  inspections  were  made.  One  licencee  was  found  not  complying  with 
the  condition  of  his  licence,  but  subsequently  carried  out  the  necessary 

alterations  to  comply. 

21.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES
